Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application lor patent in the United States. 
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2. Claims 1, 2, and 5-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Umebayahi et al (US6265692). 

Umebayahi et al discloses a heating assembly with at least one PTC element for a motor 
vehicle comprising a PTC element (51a) arranged between two contact plates (5 lb, 51c), an 
insulating frame (5 Id), the two contact plates offset (Figure 4), corrugated ribs (337; column 6, 
lines 1-55), and wherein the contact plates, PTC element, and corrugated ribs are bonded 
(column 7, line 38-column 8, line 25). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3, 4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
